The singular genus Fistularia is readily distin- 
guished by the form of its snout and the length of 
its body : it contains only two species, of which the 
present is perhaps the most common: it is found in 
the Indian seas, and arrives at the length of nearly 
three feet. A variety with a serrated snout is dc- 
scribed by Dr. Bloch, and is also sketched in the 
present plate.
